HEALTH DEPARTMENT 
GIVING PATCH TESTS 


The health department in co- 
operation with the schools is eon- 
ducting a tuberculin patch testing 
program for those children in the 
kindergarten, third, ninth and 
twelfth grades. 

The patch tests, which are paid 
for by tuberculosis Christmas 
Seals, provide a simple, harmless 
way to know; whether or not tu- 
berculosis germs are present in 
the body. 

Tuberculosis is a communicable 
disease and each new case comes 
rom some one else who already 
has the disease. That is why it 
must be dealt with as a public 
health problem. 

In the early stages of tubercu- 
losis there may be no signs of 
sickness. By the time a person 
feels constantly tired, loses weight 
and develops other symptoms, the 
disease may already be fairly well 
advanced, For that reason it is 
important to be checked regularly. 

Chest x-rays are recommended 
for atl those who have a positive 
reaction and may be arranged for 
by the health department. 

‘The parents who have children. 
‘in the above mentioned grades are 
encotiraged to take advantage of 
this -opportunity to safeguard 
their child’s health by signing 
the parent consent card that will 
be sent home and returning it to
